GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  fifth  annual  report  on  the 
health  and  health  services  of  the  District. 

This  report  is  drawm  up  on  the  lines  indicated  by  the  circular 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  as  an  “Ordinary  Report”  is  called 
for,  it  is  laid  down  that  it  will  be  sufficient  if  the  information  given 
(with  the  exception  of  certain  specified  items)  is  limited  to  a record  of 
alterations,  improvements  or  developments  which  have  taken  place 
during  the  year  and  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  repeat  matter  which 
has  appeared  in  previous  reports  save  where  it  is  wished  to  call  attention 
to  old  defects  not  yet  remedied. 

The  Report  will  therefore  not  differ  substantially  in  form  from  that 
of  last  year  and  similar  sets  of  facts  must  necessarily  be  set  out  in  the 
same  order. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  remains  satisfactory,  there  were 
no  outbreaks  of  disease  of  an  epidemic  nature.  Two  cases  of  Acute 
Poliomyelitis  were  notified  at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  fortunately  no 
further  spread  of  infection  occurred. 

The  District  was  free  from  small-pox  during  the  year  and  no  cases 
of  Typhoid  or  Paratyphoid  were  notified. 
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Since  the  appointment  of  an  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  it  has 
been  possible  to  carry  out  the  important  duty  of  systematic  house  to 
house  inspection  of  the  District.  As  the  tables,  which  appear  later  in 
the  Report,  indicate,  218  houses  have  been  inspected  and  scheduled 
under  the  Housing  Consolidated  Regulations  1925  and  1932.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  177  of  the  notices  served  under  Section  9 of  the  Housing 
Act,  1936,  in  respect  of  such  houses  had  been  complied  with. 

The  shortage  of  hospital  accommodation  for  cases  of  infectious 
disease  is  still  as  acute  as  ever.  The  erection  of  the  new  Central 
Hospital  is  yet  further  delayed  by  reason  of  difficulty  with  regard  to  the 
site  and  the  question  of  infectious  diseases  hospital  accommodation  is 
dealt  with  at  greater  length  in  another  part  of  the  report. 

The  tenants  displaced  from  dwellings  in  clearance  areas  and  by 
individual  demolitions  under  the  three-year  plan,  which  was 
completed  in  1936,  have  now  been  rehoused. 

During  the  year  the  37  temporary  structures  in  the  District  used  for 
habitation  have  been  dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1936.  Sixteen  demolition  orders  have  been  made  and  the  question 
of  rehousing  of  the  persons  who  will  be  thus  displaced  is  being  con- 
sidered. 

The  23  cases  of  overcrowding  which  remained  over  from  1937  were 
remedied  during  the  year  and  no  cases  of  overcrowding  now  exist. 

Between  the  14th  and  19th  March,  a “ Health  Week”  was  held  in 
the  District,  at  the  cost  of  the  County  Council,  in  connection  with  the 
National  Health  Campaign. 

The  ‘‘Health  Week”  consisted  of  four  ‘‘Health  Days”  and  was 
organised  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  in  co-operation 
with  the  County  Public  Health  Department  and  my  Office. 

There  were  displays  of  suitable  films  for  children  at  the  local 
Cinemas  (by  kind  permission  of  the  Management);  meetings  for 
mothers,  at  which  there  were  cookery  demonstrations  and  films ; 
public  meetings,  at  which  well  known  speakers  were  present  and  on  the 
last  evening  a Fitness  Demonstration  was  given  by  representatives  of 
Carlton  Physical  Training  Groups. 

The  ‘‘Health  Week”  was  well  arranged  and  there  were  good 
attendances  at  the  meetings.  Such  health  campaigns  are  interesting 
and  helpful  to  the  public  in  general,  but  are  especially  valuable  to 
mothers  and  I feel  that  the  ‘‘Health  Week”  in  Carlton  was  well  worth 
while. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  was  304  and  of  these  there  were 
4 over  90,  12  over  85,  33  over  80,  and  70  over  75. 
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There  do  not  appear  to  be  any  conditions  of  employment  or  environ- 
ment which  require  special  notice  as  being  prejudicial  to  health.

BIRTHS. — There  were  464  live  births  in  the  Urban  District  as  com- 
pared with  447  in  1937.  The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
resident  population  was  15-72.  Males  exceeded  females  by  2. 
The  number  of  illegitimate  live  births  was  17. 

STILL  BIRTHS. — The  number  of  still  births  was  22;  8 males  and 
14  females.  Rate  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births  45-3. 

DEATHS. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1938  was  304 
(161  males  143  females)  as  compared  with  318  in  1937.  The  rate 
per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  was  11-33.  The  causes  of 
death  are  shown  in  a separate  table.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Most  of  the  specimens  for  bacterial  diagnosis  of  infectious  disease 
are  sent  to  the  City  Laboratory,  Park  Row,  Nottingham,  by  the  General 
Practitioners  of  the  District. 

Specimens  of  milk,  etc.,  are  sent  for  bacterial  examination  to 
Mr.  W.  W.  Taylor,  B.Sc.,  F.I.C.,  of  Nottingham,  and  to  the  Clinical 
Research  Association,  London. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

A motor  ambulance  for  accident  and  non-infectious  cases  is  main- 
tained by  the  Urban  District  Council.  A detailed  account  of  the  work 
done  during  the  year  will  be  found  in  the  Surveyor’s  report.  The 
service  provided  is  adequate. 

An  ambulance  is  maintained  at  or  in  connection  with  the  Rushcliffe 
Smallpox  Hospital,  Hucknall. 

Nursing  in  the  Home  : 

General  : The  general  nursing  of  the  District  is  provided  by  the 
Carlton  and  District  Nursing  Association. 

Infectious  Diseases  : The  District  Nurse  visits  those  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  which  are  isolated  and  treated  at  home,  giving  advice 
as  to  nursing  care,  diet,  etc. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  school  clinics,  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  clinics  and  the 
ante-natal  centres  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council  and 
their  administration  is  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  school  clinic,  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  centre  and  the 
dental  clinic  are  now  housed  at  Park  House. 

School  Clinics  are  held  three  times  weekly,  on  Monday,  Tuesday 
and  Thursday,  a Medical  Officer  is  present  Tuesday  mornings  and 
Thursday  afternoons. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  are  held  four  times 
a week,  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons,  when  a 
Medical  Officer  is  present,  and  on  Wednesday  mornings,  the  Medical 
Officer  attending  the  latter  session  every  fourth  week. 

Ante-Natal  Centres  are  held  weekly  on  Tuesday  afternoons,  a 
Medical  Officer  attends  every  session. 

A Post  Natal  Clinic  is  held  monthly  on  Thursday  afternoons. 

A Child  Welfare  Centre  and  Ante-natal  clinic  (combined)is 
now  held  at  the  Church  Hall,  Marshall  Hill  Drive,  fortnightly  on 
Tuesday  afternoons.  A Medical  Officer  is  present  at  every  session. 
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Hospitals. 

There  are  no  general  or  special  hospitals  in  the  District,  non- 
infectious  cases  are  treated  in  the  Nottingham  Hospitals. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

There  has  been  no  extension  of  public  water  supplies  during  the 
year. 

No  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination, 
except  at  one  factory  which  obtained  water  of  doubtful  quality  from 
private  boreholes.  The  firm  has  now  installed  the  Town  supply. 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  District  by  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
Nottingham  and  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity,  and  the 
quality  is  consistently  good,  as  is  indicated  by  the  following  Analyst’s 
Report.

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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Surveyor’s  Report  contains  particulars  of  the  extension 
of  sewerage  and  of  the  progress  made  during  the  year  in  improving 
the  sufficiency  of  the  arrangements  for  drainage,  sewerage,  etc. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  rivers  and  streams  in  the  District  continue  to  receive  super- 
vision and  there  have  been  no  complaints  of  pollution  during  the  year. 
In  addition,  the  whole-time  Rivers  Inspector  employed  by  the  County 
Council  does  valuable  work  in  preventing  and  remedying  any  Industrial 
Pollution. 

Closet  Accommodations. 

No  conversions  from  conservancy  system  took  place  during  the 
year,  all  the  conversions  having  taken  place  before  1930,  except  in  the 
case  of  a number  of  temporary  buildings  which  still  have  pail  closets. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  arrangements  for  Public  Cleansing  remain  satisfactory.  All 
fixed  receptacles  have  been  replaced  by  dustbins.  A weekly  collection 
of  house  refuse  is  made  by  covered  motor  lorries.  Refuse  is  disposed 
of  by  controlled  (Bradford  system)  tipping  on  the  Carlton  Hill  site. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

A detailed  report  is  furnished  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  under 
Article  27  of  the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulatons,  1935. 

Shops. 

Particulars  of  action  taken  during  the  year  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Shops  Act,  1934  will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  statutory  notices  have  been  served  during  the  year,  but  informal 
action  has  been  taken  in  respect  of  four  cases.  One  nuisance  has  been 
remedied  by  the  installation  of  a new  boiler  with  smoke  consuming  ap- 
paratus and  the  chimney  has  been  raised  in  another  instance.  Two 
outstanding  cases  are  still  receiving  attention. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

(1)  Four  Council  houses  and  eight  other  houses  were  found  to 
be  infested  and  were  disinfested.  (2)  The  methods  employed  were 
stoving  of  houses  with  sulphur,  and  steam  disinfection  of  bedding  and 
clothing.  (3)  Houses  and  bedding  are  inspected  in  doubtful  cases  to 
ensure  that  the  belongings  of  tenants  are  free  from  vermin  before  re- 
moval to  Council  houses.  (4)  The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out 
by  the  Local  Authority. 
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SCHOOLS. 


The  medical  supervision  of  all  the  schools  in  the  District  is  under 
the  control  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  reports  as  to  the  health  of 
the  children  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  are  made  to  him. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  close  a school  for  Public  Health 
reasons  during  the  year. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

Systematic  inspection  of  the  farms  and  dairies  continues  to  be  carried 
out  and  efficient  steps  have  been  taken  to  secure  the  remedy  of  any 
defects  discovered.  Examinations  of  milk  for  bacterial  content  and 
tubercle  bacilli  ■were  made  frequently  during  the  year.  The  quality  of 
the  milk  was  found  to  be  satisfactory  in  all  cases. 

There  are  now  eleven  producers  of  milk  in  the  District.  Their 
methods  and  standards  of  cleanliness  are  satisfactory.  .Milk  is  pas- 
teurised under  licence  by  three  firms  in  the  District  and  the  milk  is 
invariably  above  the  standards  required  by  statute. 

Milk  pasteurised  in  the  District  is  supplied  to  school  children  in 
the  District  under  the  Milk  Marketing  Board’s  scheme  and  has  been 
approved  by  the  School  Medical  Officer. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  action  taken  with  regard  to  meat  and  other  foods  will  be  found 
in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report. 


Adulteration. 

The  administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  is  carried  out  by 
the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council.

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HOUSING. 


As  previously  mentioned  in  the  Report,  it  has,  w-ith  the  augmen- 
tation of  Staff,  been  possible  this  year  to  carry  out  a systematic  house- 
to-house  inspection  of  the  District,  218  houses  having  been  inspected 
and  scheduled.  This  duty,  which  is  of  major  importance,  will  con- 
tinue to  receive  the  special  attention  it  warrants. 

Three  houses  have  been  closed  voluntarily  by  owners — No.  1 
Cemetrv  Road  and  No.  8 Church  Street,  Carlton  and  No.  351  Carlton 
Hill. 

There  are  now  no  back-to-back  houses  remaining  in  the  District, 
the  sLx  such  premises  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report  having  been 
converted  into  through  houses. 

OVERCROWDING. 

At  the  beginning  of  1938  there  were  23  cases  of  overcrowding 
affecting  232  persons.  These  cases  have  been  abated  during  the  year, 
the  Authority  providing  alternative  accommodation. 

The  Council  has  also  re-housed  some  cases  nearing  the  overcrowding 
standard  where  there  were  special  circumstances  and  it  is  the  policy  of 
the  Council  to  allot  Council  houses  to  the  most  urgent  cases.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
(other  than  tuberculosis)  notified  was  102  as  compared  with  111  in 
1937. 

Scarlet  Fever.  There  were  58  cases  compared  with  61  in  1937. 
In  suitable  cases  hospital  treatment  was  replaced  by  nursing  and  super- 
vision at  home. 

Diphtheria.  Twelve  cases  were  notified,  the  same  number  as 
last  year.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  condition. 

No  action  has  yet  been  taken  to  provide  artificial  immunization 
against  diphtheria  in  schools,  special  clinics  or  otherwise. 

Medical  practitioners  may  obtain,  free  of  charge,  supplies  of  anti- 
toxin for  the  treatment  of  cases. 

Pneumonia.  Fifteen  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  19 
in  1937.  This  disease  proved  fatal  in  all  cases,  the  great  majority  of 
which  were  terminal  infections  in  aged  patients. 

Erysipelas.  The  number  of  cases  notified  was  8 as  compared 
with  10  last  year. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  There  were  four  cases  of  this  dis- 
ease. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis.  There  were  two  cases  of  this  disease. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  There  were  three  cases  of  this  disease. 
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Other  Infectious  Diseases.  No  cases  of  small  pox,  acute 
polioencephalitis,  or  enteric  fever.  No  vaccinations  were  performed 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Small  pox 
Prevention)  Regulations. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION  FOR  CASES  OF  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASE. 

The  arrangements  for  the  isolation  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  are 
unchanged.  Those  cases  requiring  institutional  treatment  or  which 
cannot  be  isolated  properly  at  home  are  admitted  to  Basford  Fever 
Hospital,  the  Carlton  Urban  District  Council  accepting  financial 
responsibility  for  the  cost  of  maintenance. 

There  has  been  great  difficulty  in  obtaining  beds  for  a number  of 
cases  during  the  year.  In  some  instances  it  has  been  necessary  to  send 
patients  to  Hospitals  considerable  distances  outside  the  District.  The 
lack  of  infectious  diseases  hospital  accommodation  becomes  more 
marked  from  year  to  year. 

However,  I understand  that  when  the  site  for  the  new  Central 
Hospital  is  obtained  there  will  possibly  be  erected  some  temporary 
buildings  which  will  suffice  until  the  Central  Hospital  is  completed. 
Considerably  difficulty  has  been  encountered  in  connection  with  the 
site  and  the  matter  is  again  delayed  for  this  reason. 

In  the  event  of  an  epidemic  the  position  would  be  serious.

The  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year  was  21 
and  the  death  rate  was  0-71.  Of  this  number  16  were  due  to  tuber- 
culosis of  the  respiratory  system  and  five  to  other  tuberculous  diseases. 
In  the  year  1937  the  figures  were  17  and  4 respectively. 
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Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 

These  regulations  prohibit  those  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  who 
are  in  an  infectious  state,  from  milking  cows,  treating  milk  or  handling 
milk  vessels.  No  action  w'as  necessary  during  the  year. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

This  Act  relates  to  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  highly 
infectious  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  No  action  was  necessary 
during  year.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  nineteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  work  carried 
out  in  the  District  during  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1938. 

COMPLAINTS. 

I have  received  285  written  and  many  verbal  complaints,  all  of 
which  were  investigated  at  the  earliest  opportunity  and  dealt  with  on 
their  merits. 


GENERAL  WORK. 

During  the  year  I served  13  formal  and  456  informal  notices  to 
abate  nuisances,  etc.,  also  74  for  the  provision  of  dust  bins.  Of  these 
507  were  complied  with,  including  those  left  over  from  last  year. 

HOUSING  ACTS. 

Two  hundred  and  eighteen  houses  were  inspected,  measured  up 
and  scheduled.  These  houses  have  been  or  are  being  reconditioned. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  1 Registered  and  8 Licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  Dis- 
trict. 

Frequent  visits  are  paid  to  these  premises,  carcases  thoroughly 
examined  for  any  trace  of  disease  and  attention  is  given  to  live  cattle. 
The  slaughterhouses  have  been  kept  in  a good  state  of  repair,  clean  and 
free  from  garbage.  The  fact  that  there  were  no  complaints  from  house- 
holders near  shows  that  the  butchers  do  all  they  can  to  minimise  any 
nuisance. 

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1933. 

There  are  42  men  registered  with  this  Authority  who  are  licensed 
to  slaughter  animals.  All  are  experienced  in  the  work  and  in  no  case 
has  it  been  necessary  to  complain  of  the  way  animals  are  slaughtered. 

MEAT  REGULATIONS. 

The  Meat  Regulations  have  been  fairly  well  observed.  I have 
found  it  necessary  to  caution  traders,  especially  with  regard  to  the  pro- 
tection of  cooked  foods  from  flies.  It  is  most  important  that  any  kind 
of  food  purchased,  that  is  not  subjected  to  heat  afterwards,  should  be 
kept  free  from  any  source  of  contamination.  Many  germs  that  are 
harmful  are  destroyed  by  cooking;  on  the  other  hand,  cooked  meats, 
etc.,  are  more  readily  invaded  by  bacteria. 
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UNSOUND  FOOD. 


The  slaughterhouses,  food  shops  and  hawkers  carts  are  kept  under 
constant  supervision  for  the  detection  of  diseased,  unsound  or  unwhole- 
some food.  The  benefit  of  any  doubt  is  always  given  in  favour  of  the 
public.  Traders  have,  as  hitherto,  rendered  me  every  assistance, 
which  I fully  appreciate.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  tinned  foods 
during  the  summer  months.  I am  pleased  to  state  that  the  quality 
of  foods  sold  in  this  district  is  good,  and  premises  generally  clean.

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  11  cowsheds,  3 dairies  licensed  to  pasteurise  milk,  11 
milkshops  and  40  purveyors  of  milk  in  the  District.  These  premises 
have  been  inspected  at  irregular  intervals  and  found  to  be  kept  in  order. 

The  dairy  at  one  farmstead  has  been  improved  and  new  house 
drains  provided  to  a properly  constructed  cesspool. 

Twelve  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  cowkeepers’  premises  and 
six  from  pasteurisers  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  were  found 
to  be  up  to  standard. 
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FACTORIES  ACT,  1937. 


There  are  109  factory  premises  within  the  District,  including  13 
bakehouses.  These  premises  have  been  inspected  at  irregular  inter- 
vals and  with  few  e.xceptions  found  to  be  in  order.

It  was  necessary  in  the  two  last  mentioned  cases  to  ask  for  the  pro- 
vision of  extra  “means  of  escape”  and  this  has  now  been  done. 

The  factory  of  Messrs.  Pure  Products,  Ltd.,  Colwick  has  also  been 
inspected,  but  the  provision  made  for  “means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire” 
was  inadequate  and  the  firm  is  giving  the  matter  consideration. 

OUTWORKERS’  PREMISES. 

There  are  20  firms  in  the  City  of  Nottingham  employing  26  persons 
living  in  this  District.  These  outworkers’  premises  have  been  ins- 
pected and  found  to  be  clean  and  suitable  for  such  work.  No  cases  of 
infectious  disease  occurred  at  any  of  these  houses. 
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PETROLEUM  ACTS. 


There  are  52  licensed  premises  in  the  District  for  the  storage  of 
Petrol  and  4 for  the  storage  of  Carbide  of  Calcium.  All  the  petrol 
stores,  with  one  exception,  have  underground  storage  or  overhead 
tanks.  These  premises  have  been  visited  and  all  were  found  to  be 
observing  the  conditions  of  their  licence. 

Exceptional  precautions  are  taken  by  the  large  storage  firms  to 
prevent  danger  by  fire  or  leakage  and  these  firms  have  their  own 
Inspectors  to  enforce  compliance  with  the  Acts. 

All  new  tanks  are  subjected  to  the  pressure  test  before  being  used 
and  when  tanks  are  no  longer  being  used  steps  are  taken  to  see  that 
these  disused  tanks  are  empty  and  not  likely  to  be  a source  of  danger. 

Licences  have  been  issued  for  the  storage  of  5,608,550  gallons  of 
Petrol,  600  gallons  of  Cellulose  Solution  and  22  cwts.  of  Carbide  of 
Calcium. 


RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT. 

Every  precaution  is  taken  to  prevent  rats  and  mice  becoming  a 
source  of  nuisance  in  the  District.  The  men  on  the  refuse  tips  are 
supplied  with  poison  for  use  and  householders  can  have  poison  free  of 
charge  when  they  have  rats  on  their  premises. 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  practice  a special  effort  was  made 
during  National  Rat  Week. 

Experience  shows  that  there  is  no  large  concentration  of  rats  any- 
where in  the  District. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  only  premises  in  the  District  classified  as  Offensive  Trade 
premises  are  18  fried  fish  shops — of  these  12  are  registered  and  6 
licensed.  One  other  shop  was  licensed  during  the  year,  but  the  bus- 
iness has  now  been  closed.  These  premises  have  been  kept  clean  and 
satisfactory  and  the  foods  on  examination,  when  visiting,  were  found 
to  be  wholesome. 


SANITARY  SUPERVISION  OF  MUSIC  HALLS, 
THEATRES,  Etc.,  MINISTRY  OF  HEALTH  CIRCULAR

There  are  three  Cinemas  in  the  District.  All  are  properly  ventilated 
and  the  sanitary  arrangements  were  found  on  visiting  to  be  clean  and 
in  order.

During  the  past  year  we  have  made  an  effort  to  abolish  vans  and 
sheds  unsuitable  for  habitation  purposes.  Progress  is  now  being  made 
in  rehousing  the  tenants.

RENT  AND  MORTGAGE  INTEREST  RESTRICTION  ACTS. 

The  chief  feature  of  the  Rent  Restriction  Act,  1938  is -to  keep  con- 
trol of  houses  up  to  ,(^20  rateable  value.  The  1933  Act  only  kept  con- 
trol of  houses  up  to  ^13. 

There  have  been  several  enquiries  by  tenants  about  increases  of 
rent  and  in  many  cases  such  increases  were  in  order  and  due  to  in- 
creased Assessment,  etc. 


A few  “threatened”  illegal  increases  have  been  stopped  and  the 
undermentioned  cases  of  illegal  increases  of  rent  remedied  : —

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SHOPS  ACTS,  1912—1936. 

Regular  observation  has  been  kept  upon  the  shops  in  the  District 
and  466  inspections  have  been  made  of  premises.  Shopkeepers  have 
been  found  to  be  complying  generally  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Shops  Acts  and  the  contraventions  have  mostly  been  due  to  negligence 
or  ignorance  of  the  law.  Consequently  no  proceedings  have  been 
authorised  by  the  Council,  but  offenders  have  been  warned  that  any 
subsequent  contravention  will  be  regarded  in  a serious  light. 

The  Young  Persons  (Employment)  Act,  1938,  received  the  Royal 
Assent  during  the  year  and  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January, 
1939.  The  Act  has  been  framed  in  order  to  regulate  the  employment 
of  young  persons  who  are  not  provided  for  in  the  Shops  Act  or  Fac- 
tories Act.

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Road  Improvements. 

Station  Road  (near  Post  Office).  This  scheme  has  been  completed 
at  a cost  of  1,1 82,  and  a grant  of  ;^591  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Transport. 

Westdale  Lane. 

This  scheme  has  also  been  completed  at  a cost  of  ^10,708,  and 
grants  totalling  /^830  have  been  paid  by  the  Ministry  of  'Pransport. 

Cavendish  Road  to  Main  Street. 

Work  has  been  commenced  on  this  scheme,  the  estimated  cost 
is  £5,254. 

The  Ministry  of  Transport  have  agreed  to  pay  a grant  not  exceeding 
£2,226,  and  the  Notts.  County  Council  have  agreed  to  contribute  half 
the  cost  of  the  balance  of  this  scheme. 

New  Roads. 

A scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation  for  the  extension  of  Parkdale 
Road  to  Main  Street  and  for  the  widening  and  improvement  of  Foxhill 
Road  from  Carnarvon  Grove  to  that  part  already  made  up.

Highway  Statistics  for  year  ended  March  31st,  1938. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  and  repair  of  Unclassified  or  District  Roads 
was  £7,735,  a sum  of  £2,082  being  received  from  various  sources, 
leaving  a net  cost  of  £5,653  from  the  rates  for  this  purpose. 

Improvements  on  Unclassified  Roads  cost  £1,342,  grants  received 
being  £330,  leaving  £1,012  to  be  met  out  of  loans.

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Recreation  Grounds. 

Conway  Road.  The  six  tennis  courts  and  three  bowling  greens 
still  continue  to  be  well  patronised. 

Standhill  Road.  King  George  V Recreation  Ground. 

Three  hard  tennis  courts,  one  bowling  green,  one  football  pitch, 
and  one  hockey  pitch  have  been  laid  out  on  this  site,  which  formerly 
was  used  as  a refuse  tip. 

A Pavilion  with  dressing  accommodation  for  football,  hockey, 
tennis  and  bowls,  has  been  erected. 

Grants  have  been  received  from  the  Playing  Fields’  Association, 
King  George’s  Trust,  and  the  National  Fitness  Council,  totalling 
;(]325  towards  the  cost  of  this  scheme. 

Scavenging. 

The  tipping  of  refuse  has  been  completed  on  the  Standhill  Road  site 
— which  has  been  laid  out  as  a Recreation  Ground. 

The  levelling  up  of  the  rear  of  the  Carlton  Hill  Recreation  Ground 
is  now  well  advanced  by  the  tipping  of  dry  ash  refuse,  and  on  completion 
tipping  will  be  carried  out  on  land  leased  from  the  L.N.E.R.  off 

Emery’s  Lane. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  24  inch  outfall  sewer  from  the  Nottingham  Corporation 
trunk  sewer  to  Waverley  Avenue  has  been  completed  to  provide  a more 
adequate  outfall  to  satisfy  the  Gedling  area  when  fully  developed. 

The  scheme  for  the  culverting  of  the  Ouse  dyke — from  Carnarvon 
Grove  to  the  L.N.E.R.  sidings — has  been  deposited  with  the  Ministry 
of  Health  for  their  approval  and  sanction  for  loan. 

Swimming  Baths. 

A revised  scheme  for  a covered-in  Swimming  Bath,  gymnasium  and 
club  rooms  for  boys  and  girls,  is  being  submitted  and  the  Physical 
Fitness  Council  have  promised  a grant  of  ^8,000  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  after  a Public  Inquiry  has  been  held. 

Fire  Station. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  for  an  extension  to  the  existing  Fire 
Station.  The  scheme  includes  the  provision  of  a recreation  room 
over  the  existing  fire  station,  a new  engine  room,  equipment  room, 
watch  room  and  other  offices. 

A new  Dennis  Fire  Engine  has  been  ordered,  and  the  present  Dennis 
engine  has  been  reconditioned. 
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Street  Lighting. 

The  lighting  on  Vale  Road  and  Main  Road,  Gedling,  has  been 
improved  by  the  installation  of  125  watt  mercury  discharge  lamps.

The  Westdale  Lane  School  Library  was  opened  during  April. 

A display  of  notable  novels  in  addition  to  other  classes  of  books 
have  been  made  by  the  Librarian,  and  the  quality  of  reading  has  risen 
to  a high  level. 

The  Committee  continued  its  co-operation  with  the  Notts.  Educa- 
tion Committee  and  the  East  Midland  Regional  Library  System.  The 
scheme  of  co-operation  between  the  County  Library  and  the  Carlton 
Public  Library  was  extended  to  include  an  additional  700  books  for 
service  at  the  Branch  and  School  Libraries.  During  the  year,  177 
Students’  books  were  obtained  for  borrowers  from  the  County  Library, 
and  46  books  were  obtained  through  the  East  Midland  Regional  Lib- 
rary System  and,  under  the  same  arrangement,  7 books  were  lent  to 
other  libraries. 

Staff : Several  changes  have  occured  in  the  personnel  of  the  staff 
during  the  year.  Mrs.  H.  N.  Timms  was  appointed  Branch  Librarian 
at  the  Carlton  Hill  Branch  after  the  demise  of  Mr.  E.  R.  Timms.  Miss 
G.  Walton  was,  in  August,  appointed  Assistant  Librarian'in  the  place 
of  Miss  K.  Syson  who  resigned,  and  Frank  Foster  was  appointed  to 
the  Library  staff  during  December. 

TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING  ACT,  1932. 

The  final  scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
for  their  consideration  and  it  is  anticipated  that  an  Inquiry  will  be  held 
in  the  near  future. 

RESTRICTION  OF  RIBBON  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  1935. 

The  powers  conferred  on  the  Council  by  the  above  act  are  being 
observed  and  enforced,  as  occasion  arises.
